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REMARKS 


The Office Action of November 30, 2005 has been carefully considered. 

Claims 1 and 8-9 have been rejected under 35 USC 103(a) over Shigekazu in view 
of Odaki et al, newly cited. The Office Action admits that Shigekazu does not disclose YAG 
activated by Tb3+ or Eu+2/Eu+3, but has cited Odaki et al for its disclosure of YAG 
activated by various doping agents. 

Claim 8 has now been cancelled. Claims 1 and 9 have both been amended to 
recite that the fluorescent powder of the fluorescent layer is SmOn4- or BxOy3-, neither of 
which is disclosed by the cited references. Claims 1 and 9 have also been amended to use 
proper Markush group language. 


In view of the above, it is applicant's contention that this application is now in 
proper form and clearly and patentably distinguished over the cited art. Accordingly, prompt 
favorable action is requested.
